friend and foe to be the equal of the 
once dreaded ram Merrimac. She was 
constructed In ISM:!, far up the Ko'a- 
noke above Plymouth, and with lu-r 
massive beams and iron ribs was in- 
tended by her designers to avenge the 
lost Merritnae and smash the 
frail 


wooden- ships of the Federals then 
dominating Aibemarle sound. The keel 
of the new monster was laid in a corn- 
field, with a country blacksmith's out- 
fit for Implements. 


In April, 1SW, the ram dropped down 


the Roanoke and In a swift battle 
drove the Federal fleet from Plymouth 
harbor. In this fight the Yankee gun- 
boat Southfield went to the bottom 
under a blon from the ram's beak. A 
few days later the Albemnrle sudden- 
ly appeared in Aibemarle sound and 
stood for battle against seven Federal 
warships. The Federal captains tried 
to mob the ram and take her by board- 
Ing. 
In this they nearly succeeded, 


but night put an end to the fight, aud 
the Aibemarle returned up the Hoa- 
noke. where she lay for months, a grim 
guardian of the town and forts. 


After the luckless battles of the 


Federal fleet with the rant Admiral P. 
Lee mentioned the case to yoimg 
Cushiug, who had already distinguish- 
ed himself us a sailor of genius and 
daring. There were no torpedo boats 
in use in those days, iinrt nftcr a plan 
to surprise the monster b.v a land at- 
tack had been rejected at headquar- 
ters dishing determined to try to 
lance her with a torpedo attached to a 
spar on a small, swift boat. In New 
York harbor he found two launches 
suitable for the work and fitted them 
out with torpedoes and all the rigging 


ui:d been taken In tow manned with 
thirteen sailors of the fleet, who were 
to dash aboard the wreck In the river 
and silence the Confederate pickets 
stationed there.

Into the sounds of North Carolina the 
route was also by canal, aud at times 
the boat had to be borne on a scow, 
owing to shallow water.

launch she was headed up Roanoke 
river toward the town of Plymouth, 
where i!:e ram lay at the wharf.

He had eight miles to

| satisfied that the logs had been a long 


time in the water and must be covered' 
with slime from the river Gushing 
quickly decided to leap the launch over 
them and strike the blow with his tor- 
pedo. Cushing stood alone in the bow 
of the launch, and while turning to 
give the order to his engineer below 
he was struck with a charge of small 
shot across the back. At the first at- 
tempt the launch was Torced over the 
logs, but the effort exhausted her 
steam, and she drifted slowly toward 
the ram. 


A voice again called out from the 


deck, "Ship ahoy!" The men In the 
launch all gave facetious answers, but, 
Cushing responded with a load of can- 
ister fired from n boat howitzer plant- 
ed by his side. Then was the time for 
the torpedo. 
In order to understand 


the most marvelous feature of this 
nervy exploit it is necessary to know 
the mechanism by which the infernal 
missile was brought into use. A spar 
was pivoted b.v a universal joint to tlie 
side of the launch near the bou'. It 
was raised and lowered by means of a 1 
halyard. On the point of tin- spar \va:i 
u socket containing n shell held In 
place b.v a pin which had to be pulled 
out in order to detach the missile. The 
drawing of the pin and detaching the 
torpedo were separate operations per- 
formed by means of two lanyards in. 
Cushing's hands. The torpedo shell 
was Intended to float and when In the 
right position hud to be exploded b.v a 
third lanyan!. In brief, the spar had 
to be SWUM:; around, point forward, 
then lowered f> the required depth, the 
shell next detached and forced out. and 
finally, when in ph'.ce. tired by force 
brought against a percussion cap.

In view of tbe fact that this govern- 
ment stamp, in its present form, un- 
doubtedly gives a pecuniary advantage 
to those using it, it seems that the 
order already issued by the department 
is, In Its essence, proper. 


"The government's business is to 


collect tbe revenue, and to provide so 
far as possible against fraud; but it is 
not the government's business to fur- 
uisb a guaranty in tbe form of a trade- 
mark for the benefit of tbe goods. This 
should be left In the tobacco business 
exactly aa it is in ail other business. 


"The result of the decision will pro- 


tect the domestic manufacturer from a 
customs stamp available as an 
ad- 


vertisement, and it protects tbe im- 
porter also by giving him a stamp of 
a distinctive color, which caii be seen 
by tbe purchaser if he cares to make 
examination." 


Tbe secretary has given orders that 


new plates be prepared for printing 
the stamps, and for placing them upou 
the boxes of imported cigars.
